Kerry mounts diplomatic push on Iran nuclear talks

GENEVA (AP) — With a 
boost from Russia and 
China, Secretary ot State 
John Kerry mounted a ma¬ 
jor diplomatic push Friday 
to reach an interim nucle¬ 
ar deal with Iran, despite 
fierce opposition from Israel 
and uncertainty in Con¬ 


gress.Kerry and his coun¬ 
terparts from Britain, France 
and Germany arrived in 
Geneva with the talks at 
a critical stage following 
a full day of negotiations 
Thursday and said some 
obstacles remained in the 
way of any agreement of¬ 
fering sanctions reductions 
for nuclear concessions. 
Word that Russian Foreign 


Minister Sergey Lavrov and 
a Chinese deputy foreign 
minister also were headed 
to the talks provided fresh 
hope for at least an interim 
deal, perhaps on Saturday. 
But Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu insist¬ 
ed any agreement in the 
making was a “bad deal" 
that gave Iran a pass by 
offering to lift sanctions for 


cosmetic concessions that 
Netanyahu said left intact 
Tehran’s nuclear weap- 
ons-making ability. Asked 
about Netanyahu’s criti¬ 
cism, White House spokes¬ 
man Josh Earnest said 
“any critique of the deal 
is premature” because an 
agreement has not been 
reached. 

The White House later said 


President Barack Obama 
called Netanyahu to up¬ 
date him on the ongoing 
talks and said Obama af¬ 
firmed he’s still committed 
to preventing Iran from 
obtaining a nuclear weap¬ 
on. The White House said 
Obama and Netanyahu 
will stay in close contact.

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Philippines smacked by record storm

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

One of the strongest storms 
on record slammed into 
the central Philippines on 
Friday, killing at least four 
people, forcing hundreds 
of thousands from their 
homes and knocking out 
power and communica¬ 
tions in several provinces. 
But the nation appeared 
to avoid a major disaster 
because the rapidly mov¬ 
ing typhoon blew away 
before wreaking more 
damage, officials said.

Because of cut-off commu¬ 
nications in the Philippines, 
it was impossible to know 
the full extent of casualties 
and damage. At least two 
people were electrocuted 
in storm-related accidents, 
one person was killed by 
a fallen tree and another 
was struck by lightning, of¬ 
ficial reports said. 

Southern Leyte Gov. Roger 
Mercado said the typhoon 
triggered landslides that 
blocked roads, uprooted 
trees and ripped roofs off 
houses around his resi¬ 
dence. 


central Philippines in 1990 
killed 508 people and left 
246 missing, but this time 
authorities had ordered 
pre-emptive evacuation 
and other measures to 
minimize casualties. 

He said the speed at which 
the typhoon sliced through 
the central islands — 40 kph 
(25 mph) — helped pre¬ 
vent its 600-kilometer (375- 
mile) band of rain clouds 
from dumping enough of 
their load to overflow wa¬ 
terways. Flooding from 
heavy rains is often the 
main cause of deaths from 
typhoons.

Maduro looks to install missiles in slums 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) —Venezuelan President Nico¬ 
las Maduro wants to install anti-aircraft weapons systems 
in hillside slums ringing Caracas to dissuade “imperialist” 
foreign powers from attacking the South American na¬ 
tion. The president says arming civilians and putting state- 
of-the-art artillery in densely-populated neighborhoods is 
an integral part of an ongoing defense buildup. He didn't 
provide details about the plan during the televised visit to 
a poor neighborhood outside Caracas. The late President 
Hugo Chavez spent billions of dollars acquiring Sukhoi 
fighter jets and other military hardware from Russia that 
critics said was unnecessary. 


61 kidnap victims, 1 American, are freed 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexican federal forces have freed 
61 kidnap victims in the northern border city of Reynosa, 
including 50 Central Americans, seven Mexicans and one 
U.S. citizen. Federal security spokesman Eduardo Sanchez 
says four suspected kidnappers have been arrested. 
Sanchez said Friday the victims freed in Thursday's raids 
included 27 people from Honduras, 20 from El Salvador 
and three people apiece from Guatemala and Nicara¬ 
gua. He said a drug cartel was apparently involved in 
the abductions, but didn't specify which one. In the past, 
Mexican drug cartels have frequently kidnapped Central 
American migrants seeking to reach the United States. 

Puerto Rico Coast Guard vessel capsizes 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — Police in Puerto Rico have 
rescued the crew of a Coast Guard boat that capsized 
amid large waves off the north coast of the U.S. territory. 
U.S. Coast Guard spokesman Ricardo Castrodad says the 
crew was responding Friday morning to a call about two 
people who were supposedly having trouble in the wa¬ 
ter. Castrodad says the information the caller provided 
turned out to be incorrect and that the Coast Guard has 
called off the search. He said the three men aboard the 
33-foot (10-meter) boat are doing well. The incident oc¬ 
curred about a mile north of the Caribe Hilton hotel in the 
capital of San Juan. 


Fernandez expecting medical

Typhoon Haiyan raced 
across a string of islands 
from east to west — Samar, 
Leyte, Cebu and Panay — 
and lashed beach com¬ 
munities. Nearly 750,000 
people were forced to flee 
their homes. 

Weather officials said Hai¬ 
yan had sustained winds 
of 235 kph (147 mph) with 
gusts of 275 kph (170 mph) 
when it made landfall. By 
those measurements, Hai¬ 
yan would be comparable 
to a strong Category 4 hur¬ 
ricane in the U.S., knocking 
on the door of the top cat¬ 
egory, a 5.

The dense clouds and 
heavy rains made the day 
seem almost as dark as 
night, he said. 

“When you're faced with 
such a scenario, you can 
only pray, and pray and 
pray," Mercado told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone, adding that may¬ 
ors in the province had not 
called in to report any ma¬ 
jor damage. 

“I hope that means they 
were spared and not the 
other way around,” he 
said. “My worst fear is there 
will be massive loss of lives 
and property.” 

Eduardo del Rosario, head 
of the disaster response 
agency, said a powerful 
typhoon that also hit the 


“It has helped that the ty¬ 
phoon blew very fast in 
terms of preventing lots of 
casualties,” regional mili¬ 
tary commander Lt. Gen. 
Roy Deveraturda said. He 
said the massive evacua¬ 
tion of villagers before the 
storm also saved many 
lives. 

The Philippines, which is hit 
by about 20 typhoons and 
storms a year, has in recent 
years become more seri¬ 
ous about preparations to 
reduce deaths. Public ser¬ 
vice announcements are 
frequent, as are warnings 
by the president and high- 
ranking officials that are 
regularly carried on radio 
and TV and social network¬ 
ing sites. □ 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) —The doctors of President Cristina Fer¬ 
nandez are expected to give her medical clearance to 
return to work one month after a blood clot was removed 
from her brain. The doctors expect the 60-year-old will 
slowly begin resuming some duties after her recuperation 
period at the presidential residence outside Buenos Ai¬ 
res. She's scheduled to get some tests on her heart and 
nervous system at the Fundacion Favaloro hospital late 
Friday. Argentina's dominant political force underwent 
surgery on Oct. 8 to remove the clot pressuring her brain. 
Specialists say that Fernandez will be unable to travel by 
plane or attend large events for a time. 


Venezuela inflation surges to 50 percent 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Inflation in Venezuela has 
surged above 50 percent as a plunge in the value of 
the currency deters investment and makes basic goods 
harder to find. Consumer prices jumped 5.1 percent in 
October, according to a report released this week by the 
central bank. □

“We are asking them to 
step up and provide a 
complete freeze over 
where they are today,” 
Kerry said Thursday. 

Six powers — the negotia¬ 
tors also include Russia and 
China — are considering a 
gradual rollback of sanc¬ 
tions that hove crippled 
Iran's economy. In ex¬ 
change, they demand ini¬ 
tial curbs on Iran’s nuclear 
program, including a cap 
on enrichment to a level 
that can be turned quickly 
to weapons use. 

Iran, which denies any in¬ 
terest in such weapons, 
currently runs more than 
10,000 centrifuges that 
have created tons of fuel- 
grade material that can be 


further enriched to arm nu¬ 
clear warheads. It also has 
nearly 440 pounds (200 kilo¬ 
grams) of higher-enriched 
uranium in a form that can 
be turned into weapons 
much more quickly. 

Experts say 550 pounds 
(250 kilograms) of 20 per- 
cent-enriched uranium are 
needed to produce a sin¬ 
gle warhead. 

The six have discussed end¬ 
ing a freeze on up to $50 
billion (37 billion euros) in 
overseas accounts and 
lifting restrictions on petro¬ 
chemicals, gold and other 
precious metals. 

But their proposal would 
maintain core sanctions on 
Iran's oil exports and finan¬ 
cial sector, as an incentive 
for Iran to work toward a 
comprehensive and per¬ 
manent nuclear accord. □

Kerry tempered reports of 
progress, warning of “im¬ 
portant gaps” that must 
be overcome in the elusive 
deal that would offer lim¬ 
ited sanctions relief if Iran 
starts capping programs 
that could make atomic 
weapons. 

Lavrov also was joining the 
talks, Russia's RIA Novosti 
news agency reported. His 
deputy, 

Sergei Ryabov, was quot¬ 
ed as saying that Moscow 
expects them to produce 
a “lasting result expected 
by the international com¬ 
munity.” 

A Western diplomat in Ge¬ 
neva told The Associated 
Press that China is sending 
a deputy foreign minister 
to the talks. The diplomat 
spoke on condition of an¬ 
onymity because he was 
not authorized to provide 
such information. 

“The negotiations have 
reached its critical, very 
sensitive situation, and it 
needs decisions at higher 
levels,” Iranian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Abbas 
Araqchi said in comments 
broadcast on Iranian 
PressTV. 

Any agreement would be 
a breakthrough after near¬ 
ly a decade of mostly in¬ 
conclusive talks, but would 
only be the start of a long 
process to reduce Iran’s 


potential ability to produce 
nuclear arms, with no guar¬ 
antee of ultimate success. 
Kerry arrived from Tel Aviv 
after meeting Netanyahu 
and trying to defuse con¬ 
cerns. Israel is strongly criti¬ 
cal of any deal that even 
slightly lifts sanctions unless 
Iran is totally stripped of 
technology that can make 
nuclear arms. 

The talks primarily focus 
on the size and output of 
Iran's enrichment program, 
which can create both re¬ 
actor fuel and weapons- 
grade material suitable for 
a nuclear bomb. Iran insists 
it is pursuing only nuclear 
energy, medical treat¬ 
ments and research, but 
the U.S. and its allies fear 
that Iran could turn this 
material into the fissile core 
of nuclear warheads. 

Kerry said there were 
“some very important is¬ 
sues on the table that are 
unresolved.” 

He met later Friday with 
his European counterparts 
before joint talks with Ira¬ 
nian Foreign Minister Mo¬ 
hammad Javad Zarif, and 
Catherine Ashton, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union's top diplo¬ 
mat who is convening the 
talks. 

In earlier comments to Is¬ 
raeli television, Kerry sug¬ 
gested Washington was 
looking for an Iranian com¬ 
mitment to stop any ex¬ 
pansion of nuclear activi-

Obama back on road to push for infrastructure spending

NEW ORLEANS - Standing on 
a wharf here, with the Mis¬ 
sissippi Riveras a backdrop. 
President Barack Obama 
on Friday once again ex¬ 
pressed regret and frustra¬ 
tion with the faulty web¬ 
site for his signature health 
law, but reiterated that the 
flaws would be fixed and 
that the law was working. 

In a speech largely focused 
on economic issues as well 


as his disappointment with 
Congress, the president 
did not repeat his apology, 
mode Thursday in an inter¬ 
view with NBC News, for 
claiming that all Americans 
would be able to keep their 
insurance under the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, an assertion 
he had repeated for years. 
Obama’s speech was a 
broad discussion of his 
second-term agenda: He 
encouraged the House to 
pass the immigration over¬ 


haul bill that has passed 
the Senate, faulted Con¬ 
gress for not passing a form 
bill and, citing a better- 
than-expected jobs report 
Friday, said that the econ¬ 
omy was improving despite 
the government shutdown 
and other “self-inflicted 
wounds" brought about by 
congressional Republicans. 
Obama tied all the topics 
to the United States' global 
ecanamic competitive¬ 
ness, against a backdrop

of the largest port complex 
in the world. 

The area, from Baton 
Rouge, La., to the mouth 
of the Mississippi, handles 
most of the country’s grain 
exports and one-fifth of 
petrochemical exports. A 
bill to finance the dredging 
of the river, to prepare it for 
the supertankers that will 
arrive once the Panama 
Canal expansion is com¬ 
pleted in 2015, has yet to 
make it through Congress. 
Obama referred briefly to 
the need for the dredging 
as part of an overall plea 
for more investment in in¬ 
frastructure like ports and 
bridges. 

“Nationally, were falling 
behind,” he said. “We’re 
relying on old stuff. I don’t 
think we should have this 


old stuff; we should have 
some new stuff that is going 
to help us grow and keep 
pace with global competi¬ 
tion.” 

But that message - made 
during similar tours of the 
nation’s ports and major 
public facilities - has fallen 
flat in the Republican-led 
House, where Speaker John 
A. Boehner has mocked 
Obama for trying to play 
Santa Claus. Obama is 
seeking $50 billion for a Fix 
It First initiative for roads, 
bridges and ports, and fed¬ 
eral tax breaks and loans 
to attract private investors 
to join with state and lo¬ 
cal governments on proj¬ 
ects. He also has proposed 
an infrastructure bank to 
promote public-private 
partnerships.Q

No House votes on immigration for this year 


US: equal mental 
health coverage 
is now required

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

new Obama administra¬ 
tion rule requires insurers to 
cover treatment for men¬ 
tal health and substance 
abuse no differently than 
they do for physical illness¬ 
es. 

Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius says nearly 60 
percent of people with 
mental health conditions 
and nearly 90 percent with 
substance abuse disorders 
don't receive the treat¬ 
ment they need. 

“For way too long, the 
health care system has 
openly discriminated 
against Americans with 
behavioral health prob¬ 
lems,” Sebelius said in a 
telephone conference call 
with reporters. “We ore fi¬ 
nally closing these gaps in 
coverage.” 

Sebelius said the rule should 
put an end to discrimina¬ 
tion faced by some men¬ 
tal health patients through 
higher costs or stricter limits 
on hospital stays or visits to 
the doctor. 

The rule puts into effect leg¬ 
islation signed into law five 
years ago. Mental health 
parity also is required un¬ 
der the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s health care over¬ 
haul, the Affordable Care 
Act. Officials at America’s 
Health Insurance Plans, 
a trade group, said they 
were still reviewing the 
new rule. The administra¬ 
tion had pledged to issue 
a final mental health par¬ 
ity rule as part of its effort 
to reduce gun violence 
— which was inspired by 
last year's deadly school 
shooting in Connecticut 
that left 20 young children 
and six adults dead. 

Gil Kerlikowske, director of 
the National Drug Control 
Policy Office at the White 
House, said the new rule 
builds on the need to treat 
drug problems as a public 
health issue and not just as 
a criminal justice issue. He 
said about 23 million Amer¬ 
icans have a substance 
abuse disorder, but only 
about one in lO get the 
treatment they need.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

third-ranking House Re¬ 
publican told immigration 
advocates that lawmak¬ 
ers will not vote this year on 
the issue, confirming what 
many had long assumed. 
Rep. Kevin McCarthy said 
in a meeting with immigra¬ 
tion proponents that there 
weren't enough days left 
for the Republican-led 
House to act and he was 
committed to addressing 
overhaul of the nation's im¬ 
migration system next year. 
The congressman’s office 
confirmed what he said. 
Angelica Salas, the board 
chairwoman for the Coali¬ 
tion for Humane Immigrant 
Rights of Los Angeles, de¬ 
scribed her conversation 
with McCarthy in a confer¬ 
ence call with reporters on 
Friday and a subsequent 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“What he said was, there's 
13 days left, it's very hard 
to do anything in 13 days,” 
Salas said of McCarthy. 

The House returns next 
week after a weeklong 
break, but only has a few 
legislative days remaining. 
The Senate passed a com¬ 
prehensive bill in June that 
would provide a path to 
citizenship for the 11 mil¬ 
lion immigrants in the U.S. 
illegally and tighten border 
security, but piecemeal 
bills in the House have lan¬ 
guished since the summer. 
Salas and about a dozen 
women occupied McCar¬ 
thy's California office on 
Thursday to increase the 
pressure on the Republican 
to move ahead on immi¬ 
gration legislation. Around 
11 p.m. that night, McCar¬ 
thy and his wife, Judy, met 
with the group protesting 
the delay. 

“He said, ‘Ladies, I hear 
you want to talk to me. This 
is just not the way to do it,"' 
Salas recalled. She said 
McCarthy and the group 
spoke for about an hour, 
and the women explained 
that while they appreciat¬ 
ed his support for immigra¬ 
tion reform, it was impera¬ 
tive for the House to act as 
soon as possible. 

“This is about political will to 


do what is right,” Salas said. 
“This is what we’re chal¬ 
lenging.” 

Most House Republicans re¬ 
ject a comprehensive ap¬ 
proach as well as the Sen¬ 
ate bill, with many ques¬ 
tioning the offer of citizen¬ 
ship to people who broke 
U.S. immigration laws to be 
in this country. The House 


Judiciary Committee has 
moved forward with indi¬ 
vidual, single-issue immigra¬ 
tion bills. 

Erica Elliott, a spokeswom¬ 
an for McCarthy, said Fri¬ 
day that he “supports fixing 
our broken immigration sys¬ 
tem. 

He also believes that it is 
incumbent upon all par¬ 


ticipants in the debate to 
work together to address 
immigration reform on an 
issue-by-issue basis rather 
than demanding that any 
reform only happen in the 
context of a massive bill 
that fails to appropriately 
address the underlying 
problems plaguing the cur¬ 
rent process.”□

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Height of new World Trade Center debated

CHICAGO (AP) — Rising 
from the ashes of the Sepf. 
11, 2001 attacks, the new 
World Trade Center tower 
has punched above the 
New York skyline to reach 
its powerfully symbolic 
height of 1,776 feet (540 
meters) and become the 
tallest building in the Unit¬ 
ed States. Or has it? 

A committee of architects 
recognized as the arbiters 
on world building heights 
was meeting Friday to de¬ 
cide whether a design 
change affecting the sky¬ 


decision is being made by 
an organization based in 
Chicago, whose cultural 
and architectural history 
is embodied by the Willis 
— formerly Sears — Tower 
that would be knocked 
into second place by a 
vote in favor of the New 
York structure. 

“Most of the time these de¬ 
cisions are not so contro¬ 
versial,” said Daniel Safarik, 
an architect and spokes¬ 
man for the nonprofit 
Council on Tall Buildings 
and Urban Habitat. The 
30 members of its Height 
Committee are meeting to 


United Arab Emirantes, 
is currently world’s tallest 
building standing 2,722 
feet (830 meters). 

The question over 1 World 
Trade Center, which re¬ 
mains under construction 
and is expected to open 
next year, arose because 
of a change to the design 
of its tower-topping nee¬ 
dle. Under the council's 
current criteria, spires that 
are an integral part of a 
building’s aesthetic design 
count; broadcast anten¬ 
nas that can be added 
and removed do not. 

The designers of 1 World 


will fire out a horizontal 
blaze of light visible from 26 
miles (41 kilometers) away 
— a feature that has been 
described as a crowning 
beacon of hope. 

The developers said they 
planned to test the bea¬ 
con Friday night. 

Safarik said the committee 
might consider amending 
its height criteria during the 
Friday meeting — a move 
with much broader impli¬ 
cations that could force a 
reshuffle in the rankings of 
the tallest buildings in the 
world. If the matter weren’t 
so steeped in emotion it

Analyst pleads 
guilty on Insider 
trading charge

NEW YORK (AP) — A for¬ 
mer technology analyst 
pleaded guilty Friday to in¬ 
sider trading charges in a 
cooperation deal with the 
government, admitting that 
he told secrets to an SAC 
Capital portfolio manager 
and others in 2009 about a 
blockbuster deal between 
Microsoft and Yahoo. 
Sandeep Aggarwal, 40, 
entered the plea to con¬ 
spiracy and securities fraud 
charges, telling U.S. Mag¬ 
istrate Judge Ronald L. Ellis 
that he passed along tips he 
learned from a former col¬ 
league at Microsoft Corp. 
about plans the company 
had to create a search en¬ 
gine advertising partnership 
with Yahoo Inc. 

The plea settled charges 
brought against Aggarwal 
when he was arrested in 
July in San Jose, California. 
Aggarwal said he was work¬ 
ing as a senior analyst at 
the San Francisco office of 
research firm Collins Stewart 
when he provided inside in¬ 
formation “to improve my 
standing as an analyst” and 
to boost the company’s 
revenues. Collins Stewart 
has since been acquired 
by the Vancouver-based 
Canaccord Financial Inc. 
He choked up as he told 
the judge; “I knew what I 
was doing was wrong, and 
I am extremely sorry for my 
actions.” 

His cooperation deal with 
the government could 
bring him substantial leni¬ 
ency for charges that oth¬ 
erwise would carry a po¬ 
tential prison sentence of 
up to 25 years. A tentative 
sentencing date was set for 
May 14. During his plea, Ag¬ 
garwal admitted providing 
tips to Richard Lee, a former 
SAC portfolio manager who 
pleaded guilty in July and is 
cooperating with law en¬ 
forcement.

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America adds surprisingly strong 204,000 jobs in October

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. economy added 
204,000 jobs in October, an 
unexpected burst of hiring 
in a month when the gov¬ 
ernment was partly shut 
down for 16 days. And far 
more jobs were added in 
August and September 
than previously thought. 
The Labor Department said 
Friday that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate rose to 7.3 per¬ 
cent from 7.2 percent in 
September. But that was 
likely because furloughed 
federal workers were tem¬ 
porarily counted as unem¬ 
ployed. 

The surprising job growth 
shows the economy was 
stronger in October than 
many economists expect¬ 
ed it would be. Activity at 
service companies and 
factories also accelerated 
last month, an earlier report 
showed. The figures sug¬ 
gest that many companies 
shrugged off the shutdown, 
an encouraging sign for 
the economy. 

Still, President Barack 
Obama, speaking in the 
Port of New Orleans, said 
there was “no question" 
that last month's partial 
government shutdown hurt 
the U.S. jobs market. 
Obama did not specifical¬ 
ly say how the job market 
had been hurt during the 
shutdown. But he said ad¬ 
ditional economic data still 
to be released before the 
end of the year could show 
the effects. 

The job figures are a ma¬ 
jor factor for the Federal 
Reserve in deciding when 
to reduce its economic 
stimulus. The Fed has been 
buying bonds each month 
to keep long-term interest 
rates low to encourage 
borrowing and spending. 


The unexpectedly strong 
jobs report gave stocks a 
lift on Friday. In the bond 
market, the yield on the 10- 
year Treasury note surged 
to 2.75 percent from 2.60 
percent late Thursday. 
That suggested that some 
investors worried that the 
healthier job growth might 
soon prompt the Fed to pull 
back on its bond buying. 
Economists disagreed 
about the impact of the 
data on the Fed. Some 
said last month’s strong hir¬ 
ing probably isn’t sufficient 
for the Fed to scale back its 
$85-billion-a-month bond¬ 
buying program when it 
meets Dec. 17-18. 

“The one month of job 
growth is not enough to 
allow them to pull the trig¬ 
ger,” says Patrick O’Keefe, 
director of economic re¬ 
search at CohnReznick. 
“It leaves them on hold at 
least for the next meeting.” 
Others said the strong job 
growth might prod the Fed 
to slow its stimulus soon. 

“In our opinion, the data 
would justify the Fed re¬ 
ducing the pace of its as¬ 
set purchases in Decem¬ 
ber," Paul Ashworth, chief 
U.S. economist at Capital 
Economics, wrote in a re¬ 
search note.The govern¬ 
ment’s report showed that 
employers added an av¬ 
erage of 202,000 jobs from 
August through October, 
up sharply from an aver¬ 
age of 146,000 from May 
through July. Private busi¬ 
nesses added 212,000 jobs 
in October, the most since 
February. 

Employers added 45,000 
more jobs in August and 
15,000 more in September 
than the government had 
previously estimated. 

“While we have to take to¬ 
day’s report with a grain of 
salt, we are impressed by 


the strength of the report,” 
said Dan Greenhaus, chief 
global strategist at BTIG, a 
brokerage firm. “Given the 
impact of the shutdown, 
we have to wait until No¬ 
vember’s report to get a 
fuller picture of what’s hap¬ 
pening this fall but we’re 


happy enough in the 
meantime.” 

One troubling detail in the 
report: The percentage of 
Americans working or look¬ 
ing for work fell to a fresh 
35-year low. But that figure 
was likely distorted by the 
shutdown. 


About 800,000 government 
workers were furloughed 
for all or part of the shut¬ 
down, which lasted from 
Oct. 1 through Oct. 16.

Jews in Europe report 
surge in anti-semitism

BRUSSELS - Fear of rising anti-Semitism in Europe has 
prompted nearly a third of European Jews to consider 
emigration because they do not feel safe in their home 
country, according to a detailed survey of Jewish per¬ 
ceptions released Friday by an EU agency that moni¬ 
tors discrimination and other violations of basic rights. 
The survey, carried out by the bloc’s Fundamental 
Rights Agency, tocused on eight countries that ac¬ 
count tor more than 90 percent of Europe’s Jewish 
population and found that “while member states have 
mode sustained efforts to combat anti-Semitism, the 
problem is still widespread.” 

The Vienna-based agency, in a lengthy report on 
its findings, did not reach any conclusions about the 
cause of a perception among European Jews of rising 
bias. But the results of its survey suggest that prejudices 
traditionally associated with far-right nationalist politi¬ 
cal groups like those that collaborated with the Nazis 
during World War II hove now spread to other segments 
ot society and ore increasingly driven by conflict in the 
Middle East rather than homegrown bigotry. 

One-third of respondents said they considered state¬ 
ments critical ot Israel as anti-Semitic. 

“It paints a clear picture of on issue in Europe today 
that we need to address more firmly and take seri¬ 
ously,” said Morten Kjaerum, the Danish director of the 
Fundamental Rights Agency, an independent organi¬ 
zation funded by the European Union. 

He said he was particularly struck that 29 percent of 
those surveyed said they had considered emigrating 
because ot security considerations. 

“That is a clear indication of on issue we need to ad¬ 
dress,” he said in o telephone interview. 

The survey gathered intormotion from nearly 6,000 Jews 
living in France, Belgium, Germany, Sweden, Hungary, 
Italy, Britain and Latvia. The data was collected online 
by self-selecting respondents, but Kjaerum said the 
process nonetheless provided a “fairly representative” 
sampling of views.Jewish groups in countries like France 
have long warned that Europe’s economic crisis, linger¬ 
ing prejudice and a surge of Muslim immigrants often 
hostile to Israel have stoked a revival of hostility toward 
Jews. But the survey, released on the eve ot the 75th 
anniversary of Kristollnacht violence against Jews in 
Nazi Germany, gives the first detailed snapshot ot Jew¬ 
ish perceptions ot the problem across Europe. 

Sixty-six percent ot respondents said they considered 
anti-Semitism to be o major problem in their countries, 
while 76 percent said the situation had become more 
acute over the past five years. 

The Internet has become a particular cause for con¬ 
cern among European Jews, with 75 percent of those 
surveyed stating that they considered anti-Semitism a 
problem online. Nearly the same proportion said they 
believed it hod grown more serious over the past five 
years. A quarter said they hod experienced some torm 
ot anti-Semitic harassment. 

Physical violence, however, is comparatively rare, with 
4 percent responding that they hod experienced vio¬ 
lence or threats of violence because they were Jewish 
in the 12 months before the survey. 

Most previous efforts to assess the level of anti-Semitism 
have relied on the number of officially reported inci¬ 
dents of harassment or physical violence in individual 
countries. Such figures, however, appear to understate 
the extent of the problem, as most incidents do not get 
reported and only 13 ot 28 countries in the European 
Union collect data on anti-Semitic incidents. □

Since the creation of the 
euro in 1999, the currency 
union has become split 
between countries that 
run up surpluses and ones 
that run chronic deficits 

— and gotten into trou¬ 
ble with excess debt. The 
argument is Germany 
should buy more from oth¬ 
er countries and support 
growth elsewhere in the 
eurozone. 

Germany insisted Friday 
that there was no purpose 
to be served in making its 
economy less competi¬ 
tive. They have pressed 
other eurozone mem¬ 
bers to reduce their bud¬ 
get deficits and improve 
growth prospects through 
reforms that cut excessive 
labor costs — as Germany 
did a decade ago.Q

Mexican mayor who denounce extortion found dead 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Local 
officials said Friday that a 
crusading small-town Mexi¬ 
can mayor has been found 
dead on a roadside, a kill¬ 
ing that has drawn national 
attention. 

Former president Felipe 
Calderon published tweets 
demanding an explana¬ 
tion of the death of Ygna- 
cio Lopez Mendoza, the 
mayor of the town of Santa 
Ana Maya in western Mi- 
choacon state. 

The largely agricultural 
town has about 12,000 resi¬ 
dents. 

Calderon is from Micho- 
acan, which has been 
dominated for years by the 
Knights Templar drug car¬ 
tel. Its members routinely 
extort money from resi¬ 
dents, businesses and even 
local officials. 

“The mayor... was on hun¬ 
ger strike in front of the sen¬ 
ate complaining of com¬ 
plicity between local po¬ 
lice and criminals. 

Today he’s dead. How did it 
happen?” Calderon asked 
on his Twitter account. 
Michoacan State Interior 
Secretary Jaime Mares told 
local media that the may¬ 
or's body hod been found 


in the neighboring state of 
Guanajuato; officials there 
said they planned to offer 
more detailed information 
about the death later. 

The Mexican Association of 
Local Authorities said Lopez 
Mendoza died Thursday, 
and that he “suffered dur¬ 
ing his administration not 
only from a lock of funding, 
but also drug cartel harass¬ 
ment.” 

Lopez Mendoza recently 
held a hunger strike to press 
demands for more funds 
for local governments. 

During that strike, he told 
local media that Michoa¬ 
can mayors were being 
forced to give 10 percent 
of works budgets to the 
Knights Templar, a charge 
also mode by residents in 
other ports of the state. 
Ricardo Bautista, president 
of the mayors’ association, 
said on MVS radio that Lo¬ 
pez Mendoza had told oth¬ 
ers at an association meet¬ 
ing in Mexico City shortly 
before his death that he 
was being subjected to 
extortion by the drug car¬ 
tel. Bautista said at least 40 
mayors have been killed in 
Mexico in recent years. In

ECB pushes for bank agency to start next year

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— The European Central 
Bank is pushing for the 
quick setup of an agency 
that can restructure failing 
banks, saying the new en¬ 
tity can be set up under the 
existing European Union 
treaty. 

Its stance clashes with 
that af the EU’s biggest 
member, Germany, which 
wants to use a network of 
national agencies instead 
while waiting for the treaty 
to be changed to allow 
the resolution agency. That 
could take years. 

The ECB said Friday in a 
written opinion that the 
new agency needs to en¬ 
ter into force by fhe middle 
of next year and be fully 
aperatianal by Jan. 1,2015. 
Caordinafian befween 


nafianal regulatars “has 
naf praved sufficienf fo 
achieve the mast timely 
and cost-effective resolu¬ 
tion decisions,” particularly 
when operating across 
national borders, the ECB 
said. 

The new agency needs 
to be able to move swiftly 
and decide a bank’s fate 
in a few days, or even a 
few hours, the ECB said. 

The central bank said the 
agency needs to be oper¬ 
ating before the ECB takes 
over as banking supervi¬ 
sor with powers to declare 
that a bank is in trouble. 
The idea behind the re¬ 
structuring, or “resolution,” 
agency is that it would pre¬ 
vent the cost of dealing 
with troubled banks from 
hurting national finances.

Back at the track where his 
fortunes turned, Keselowski 
is a mere spectator to this 
year’s title fight. 

“I’m relaxed, but not in a 
good way,” he admitted. 
“I’d much rather be fight¬ 
ing for a championship, 
everyone con agree with 
that." 

Instead, it’s Johnson, 
again, in the mix. 

The five-time champion 
leads Matt Kenseth by 
seven points — the same 
margin Johnson held over 
Keselowski at this stage 
lost season — heading 
into Sunday’s penultimate 


race at Phoenix. Barring 
some sort of collapse by 
both drivers, it will be either 
Johnson or Kenseth who 
claims the Sprint Cup tro¬ 
phy following next week’s 


finale at Homestead. 

And with that, Keselowski’s 
reign will come to an offi¬ 
cial end. 

Some will say he went out 
with a whimper. In failing 


to qualify for the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup champion¬ 
ship, Keselowski wasn’t eli¬ 
gible to defend his title. But 
he’s proud he defeated 
five-time champion John¬ 
son a year ago — a feat 
only he and Tony Stewart 
have accomplished since 
2006. 

“To me, knowing the play¬ 
ing field and how it all 
works, it’s something I take 
a lot more pride in than if 
I didn’t understand the 
playing field,” Keselowski 
said. “Obviously, that team 
is immune to the cycles 
that everyone else is, and 
to beat them is a very 
large accomplishment in 
this sport. Whether that 
was Tony the year before 
me, and fhen myself, fhey 
are jusf a greaf team and 
it takes a clutch effort to 
beat them. I’m proud of 
the fact we were able to 
deliver last year.”

“For (Johnson), I wouldn’t 
want to have to race 
somebody that is going 
to race me hard because 
that is not their wheel- 
house.

LONDON (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal fought off a strong 
challenge from Tomas 
Berdych to finish the round 
robin phase 3-0 and win 
his group at the ATP World 
Tour Finals, allowing Stanis¬ 
las Wawrinka to join him in 
the semifinals. 

Nadal won 6-4,1 -6,6-3 after 
losing his grip on the match 
in the second set, dropping 
his serve twice. The Span¬ 
iard had already qualified 
from Group A after win¬ 
ning his first two matches, 
clinching the year-end No. 
1 ranking the process. 

He only needed to claim 
a set against Berdych to 
clinch the group win but 
came back after his sec¬ 
ond-set slump to break in 
the eighth game of the 
decider after Berdych dou¬ 
ble-faulted twice. 

Wawrinka beat David Fer¬ 
rer 6-7 (3), 6-4, 6-1 in the 
early match but needed a 
Nadal win to progress. 

“I wish him a good holi¬ 
day and good luck for the 
Davis Cup,” Nadal said of 
Berdych, who will be play¬ 
ing in next week's Davis 
Cup final between defend¬ 
ing champion Czech Re¬ 
public and Novak Djokov- 
ic's Serbia in Belgrade. “In 
the second set he played 
great, it was very difficult to 
stop him.” 

Nadal, who has now won 
his last 16 meetings with 


Berdych, got off to a strong 
start, losing just five points 
on his service in the first set. 
But Berdych built a 5-0 lead 
in the second after pushing 
Nadal around the court. 
The decider was more 
tense until Berdych, who 
would have advanced to 
the semis with a win, made 
several unforced errors in 
the eighth game. Nadal 
then sealed the win with a 
forehand passing shot. 
Against Ferrer, Wawrinka 
hit 35 winners, including 12 
aces, to clinch his second 
win at the elite year-end 
tournament. 

Defending champion No¬ 
vak Djokovic has won 
Group B and the winner of 
Saturday’s match between 
Juan Martin del Potro and 
Roger Federer will join him 
in the semifinals. 

Serving hard and varying 
his play nicely, Wawrinka 
had the upper hand early 
on and broke for a 4-2 lead 
before comfortably hold¬ 
ing serve in the next game. 
But the seventh-seeded 
debutant failed to build on 
the momentum and made 
three unforced errors when 
serving for the set, and Fer¬ 
rer then used an aggressive 
net game to win four con¬ 
secutive games, including 
one that lasted 14 minutes 
The Spaniard's excellent 
spell abruptly ended in the 
next game when Wawrin¬ 
ka took his serve at love to 
force a tiebreaker. 


Ferrer, the 2009 runner-up, 
jumped to a 4-0 lead be¬ 
fore his opponent's 29th 
error of the match gave 
him three set points. Fol¬ 
lowing another long ex¬ 
change from the baseline, 
Wawrincka missed a fore¬ 
hand to lose the set. 
Wawrinka looked frustrated

Coca-Cola plans 
$4B Investment 
in China market 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Co¬ 
ca-Cola says it plans to 
invest more than $4 billion 
in China over three years.

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US, Israel lose UNESCO voting right in dispute

PARIS (AP) — American in¬ 
fluence in culture, science 
and education around the 
world took a high-profile 
blow Friday when the U.S. 
automatically lost voting 
rights at UNESCO by missing 
a deadline to repay its debt 
to the world’s cultural agen¬ 
cy. The U.S. hasn't paid its 
dues to the Paris-based 
U.N. Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization 
in three years in protest to 
the decision by world gov¬ 
ernments to make Palestine 
a UNESCO member in 2011. 
Israel suspended its dues at 
the some time in support of 
the U.S. and also lost voting 
rights on Friday. 

Under UNESCO rules, the 
U.S. and Israel had until 
Friday morning to resume 
funding or explain them¬ 
selves, or to automatically 
lose their vote. A UNESCO 
official, who was not au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly 
about the issue, said noth¬ 
ing was received trom ei¬ 
ther country. The suspen¬ 
sion of U.S. contributions 
— which account tor $80 
million a year, or 22 percent 
of UNESCO’s overall bud¬ 
get — brought the agency 
to the brink of a financial 
crisis and forced it to end or 
scale back American-led 
initiatives such as Holocaust 
education and tsunami re¬ 
search over the past two 
years. Many in Washington 
are now worried that the 
U.S. is on track to becoming 
a toothless UNESCO mem¬ 
ber with a weakened voice 
in international programs 
such as fighting extremism 
through education and 
promoting gender equality 
and press treedoms. 

Some fear that a weaker 
U.S. presence will lead to 
growing anti-Israeli sen¬ 
timent within UNESCO, 
where Arab-led criticism of 
Israel for territorial reasons 
has long been an issue. 

“We won’t be able to have 
the same clout,” said Phyllis 
Magrab, the Washington- 
based U.S. national com¬ 
missioner for UNESCO. "In 
effect, we (now won’t) 
have a full tool box. We’re 
missing our hammer.” 

The UNESCO tension has 
prompted new criticism ot 


U.S. laws that torce an au¬ 
tomatic funding cutoff for 
any U.N. agency with Pales¬ 
tine as a member. The otfi- 
cial list of countries that lose 


their votes was expected to 
be read aloud on Saturday 
before the entire UNESCO 
general conference. 

In a speech Friday night, 
David Killion, the outgoing 
U.S. ambassador to UNES¬ 
CO, told delegates that 
top U.S. officials, including 
President Barack Obama 
“have been working tire¬ 
lessly to seek a legislative 
remedy that would allow 
the United States to resume 
paying our contributions to 
UNESCO. Regrettably, that 
remedy has not yet been 
achieved.” 

But in defense of the U.S. 
suspension ot tunds, Killion 
reminded member nations 
that the United States had 
articulated its “principled 
position” regarding Pales¬ 
tine long before the contro¬ 
versial 2011 decision. 

Israel’s ambassador to 
UNESCO, Nimrod Barkan, 
said in an interview that his 
country supports the U.S. 
decision, "objecting to the 
politicization of UNESCO, or 
any international organiza¬ 
tion, with the accession of 
a non-existing country like 
Palestine.” 

UNESCO may be best 
known tor its program to 
protect the cultures ot the 
world via its Heritage sites, 
which include the Statue of 
Liberty and Mali’s Timbuktu. 
But its core mission, as con¬ 
ceived by the U.S., a co- 
tounder of the agency in 


1946, was to be an anti¬ 
extremist organization. In 
today’s world, it tackles 
foreign policy issues such 
as access to clean water.

In 
danger is a Holocaust and 
genocide awareness pro¬ 
gram in Atrico to teach 
about non-violence, non¬ 
discrimination and ethnic 
tolerance, using the ex¬ 
ample of the mass killing of 
Jews during World War 11. 
This loss is a particular blow

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Hurricane? Cyclone? Typhoon? 

Here's the difference

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

powerful typhoon hit the 
Philippines on Friday and 
moved out to the South 
China Sea: 

HURRICANE? CYCLONE? 
TYPHOON? They’re all the 
same, officially tropical 
cyclones. But they just use 
distinctive terms for a storm 
in different parts of the 
world. Hurricane is used in 
the Atlantic, Caribbean 
Sea, central and northeast 
Pacific. They are typhoons 
in the northwest Pacific. 
In the Bay of Bengal and 
the Arabia Sea, they are 
called cyclones. Tropi¬ 
cal cyclone is used in the 


southwest India Ocean; in 
the southwestern Pacific 
and southeastern India 
Ocean they are severe 
tropical cyclones. 
STRENGTH: A storm gets a 
name and is considered 
a tropical storm at 39 mph 
(63 kph). It becomes a hur¬ 
ricane, typhoon, tropical 
cyclone, or cyclone at 74 
mph (119 kph). There are 
five strength categories, 
depending on wind speed. 
The highest category is 5 
and that’s above 155 mph 
(249 kph). Australia has a 
different system for cate¬ 
gorizing storm strength. 
ROTATION: If they are north 
of the equator they ro¬ 
tate clockwise. If they are 


south, they rotate counter¬ 
clockwise. 

SEASON: The Atlantic and 
central Pacific hurricane 
seasons are June 1 through 
Nov. 30. Eastern Pacific: 
May 15 to Nov. 30; north¬ 
western Pacific season is 
close to all year, with the 
most from May to Novem¬ 
ber. The cyclone season in 
the south Pacific and Aus¬ 
tralia runs from November 
to April. The Bay of Bengal 
has two seasons April to 
June and September to 
November. 

WHERE IS THE BUSIEST 
PLACE? The northwestern 
Pacific where Typhoon 
Haiyan has just hit. A nor¬ 
mal year there involves 27 
named storms. Haiyan is 


the 28th named storm and 
there has already been a 
29th. 

By comparison the Atlantic 
averages 11 named storms 
a year and this year there 
have been 12, none of 
them causing major prob¬ 
lems. 

WHO DECIDES THE NAMES? 
The lists are maintained by 
the World Meteorological 
Organization; the names 
are ones that are famil¬ 
iar in each region. Names 
are taken off the list and 
replaced to avoid confu¬ 
sion if a hurricane causes 
a lot of damage or deaths. 
For example, Katrina was 
retired after it devastat¬ 
ed New Orleans in 2005. 
The Philippines has its own 


naming system, so Typhoon 
Haiyan is also being called 
Yolanda. 

HOW DOES EL NINO AF¬ 
FECT STORMS? During an 
El Nino — when the central 
Pacific is warming — there 
are fewer Atlantic storms. 
El Ninos shift where storms 
form, but not the number, 
for the northwest Pacific 
and the southwest Pacific. 
The central Pacific gets 
more storms during El Nino 
and the year after. This 
year has neither an El Nino 
nor its opposite, a La Nina. 
It is a neutral year.

NOAA: No giant floating 
isiand of tsunami debris 

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. officials say there is no island of 
debris from the 2011 Japanese tsunami floating toward 
the United States. 

Some media reports have warned of a huge island of 
wreckage, based on a National Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration map of tsunami debris. 

But NOAA marine debris chief Nancy Wallace says that 
is not true. She said Thursday that there is an area in the 
Pacific where debris is likely to concentrate more, but 
there’s not much there. 

She said if you were on a boat in that area, the chances 
are you’d only be able to see maybe one or two pieces 
of debris. 

NOAA estimates 1.5 million tons of tsunami debris is dis¬ 
persed across the vast northern Pacific, but officials have 
only verified 35 items as from the tsunami.Q 

Scientists expect sateiiite 
crash next week 

BERLIN (AP) — The European Space Agency says its GOCE 
research satellite will crash to Earth on Sunday night or 
during the day on Monday, but debris is unlikely to cause 
any casualties. 

Scientists say the 1,100-kilogram (2,425-pound) satellite 
already has fallen to an altitude of 170 kilometers (105 
miles) and is spiraling steadily downward. 

Once it reaches an altitude of 80 kilometers (50 miles) the 
earth observation satellite will break apart and four-fifths 
will burn in the atmosphere. 

ESA said Friday that humans are 250,000 times more likely 
to win the lottery than to get hit by the debris weighing up 
to 90 kilograms (200 pounds) that may survive the break¬ 
up. 

GOCE was launched in 2009 to map the Earth’s gravi¬ 
tational field. It ran out of fuel last month, ending the 
mission. □

Hemsworth back as Thor 
but won’t be type-cast

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) 

— On the screen, Ghris 
Hemsworth battles aliens 
as superhero Thor. But this 
day, his wounds are of the 
domestic variety. 

“I was trying to grate gin¬ 
ger,” said the 30-year-old 
actor, holding up his right 
hand to display bandaged 
fingers. “The grater came 
apart, so I was positioning 
the blades back in and cut 
my fingers. I wish I could 
say I was rescuing some 
old lady who was being 
robbed. But, really, I was 
just cooking in the kitchen.” 
In-person, Hemsworth’s ro¬ 
bust frame is impressive. 
But, he’s not as massive as 
he appears on film. 

“I don’t naturally sit at that 
weight,” he said of his on¬ 
screen appearance. “I 
spend four or five months 
eating protein and lift¬ 
ing weights. Then I spend 
months getting rid of it.” 

His routine has definitely 
paid off. Overseas, Disney’s 
“Thor: The Dark World" 
earned a summer block- 
buster-like $109.4 million 
when it opened overseas 
last weekend. On Friday, 
the Marvel sequel hit do¬ 
mestic theaters, with pre¬ 
dictions it could earn more 


than $95 million in North 
America alone, toppling 
“Ender’s Game” from its 
No. 1 box-office spot. 

“Each time these films con¬ 
tinue to work — whether it 
be‘Captain America,’ ‘Iron 
Man,’ or ‘Avengers’ — you 
think, ‘Oh god!’ You don’t 
want to drop the ball,” said 
Hemsworth. (Collectively, 
the Marvel Studios film fran¬ 
chises have made more 
than $12 billion worldwide). 
“I couldn’t be happier,” he 
added. 

Contractually bound to 
one more “Thor” film and 
two more “Avengers" mov¬ 
ies, Hemsworth will contin¬ 
ue to reprise his role as the 
hammer-wielding hero. 

“I’d do them for as long as 
they will have me,” he said. 
“I love being a part of this 
crazy ride that Marvel has 
set us all on. It’s opened up 
so many doors for me.” 

In September, Hemsworth 
starred as Formula One 
racer James Hunt in the 
Ron Howard-directed 
“Rush." The film — a box- 
office disappointment, in 
contrast to Hemsworth’s su¬ 
perhero movies — marked 
a new chapter in his movie 
career. 

“’Rush’ was a far more in¬ 
timate setting,” the actor 
said in a recent interview 


as he tucking a few loose 
dirty-blond strands of hair 
under his fisherman hat. “All 
of the focus is on the story 
and the characters. You’re 
not competing with special 
effects and big stunts." 
Hemsworth’s work in “Rush" 
led to another role in a 
Howard picture: The up¬ 
coming “Heart of the Sea.” 
The period adventure film, 
based on the true events 
that inspired Herman Mel¬ 
ville’s “Moby-Dick,” is cur¬ 
rently filming in London. 
“Chris won the James Hunt 
role in a self-made audition 
that immediately demon¬ 
strated he had the range 
to capture the qualities 
of a complex character," 
Howard said in an email 
to The Associated Press. 
“He has great instincts and 
the intelligence and talent 
to get his ideas onto the 
screen — and he’s a blast 
to work with. We’re halfway 
through ‘Heart of the Sea’ 
and its clear Chris is gener¬ 
ating another strong per¬ 
formance.” 

Hemsworth will also star as 
a cyber-guru in an upcom¬ 
ing, not-yet-titled Michael 
Mann thriller. “Chris is ambi¬ 
tious and uninhibited,” said 
Mann in an email. “He’s 
artistically down for the 
cause. He’s there foryou.Q 
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Too Big To Breathe?

SHANGHAI - I arrived here on 
Oct. 19th and was greeted with 
this news: A combination of cold 
weather, lock of wind, cool-pow¬ 
ered heating and farmers burn¬ 
ing off post-harvest debris had 
created o perfect storm of pollu¬ 
tion in the northeastern industrial 
city of Harbin, home to 10 million 
people. It was so bod that bus 
drivers were getting lost because 
the smog-enveloped roods 
would only permit them to see o 
few yards ahead. Harbin’s official 
website reportedly warned that 
“cars with headlights turned on 
were moving no faster than pe¬ 
destrians and honking frequently 
os drivers struggled to see traffic 
lights meters away.’’ 

The NASA Earth Observatory de¬ 
clared that some Harbin neigh¬ 
borhoods “experienced con¬ 
centrations of fine particulate 
matter (PM2.5) os high os 1,000 
microgroms per cubic meter. 
For comparison, the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
air quality standards soy PM2.5 
should remain below 35 micro- 
grams per cubic meter.’’ This 
means that Harbin would need o 
97 percent reduction in pollution 
in order to reach the maximum 
level our government would 
recommend. NASA said Harbin 
hospitals reported “o 30 percent 
increase in admissions related to 
respiratory problems, and sev¬ 
eral Harbin pharmacies were 
sold out of pollution focemosks.’’ 
American jazz singer Patti Austin 
canceled o concert in smoggy 
Beijing because of o “o severe 
asthma attack in combination 
with respiratory infection,’’ ac¬ 
cording to her website. 

It was no wonder that at o gath¬ 
ering of environmental activists 
in Shanghai I attended, orga¬ 
nized by the Joint U.S.-China Col¬ 
laboration on Cleon Energy, or 
JUCCCE, the conversation was 
dominated by moms and dads 
talking about where in Chino to 
live, when to send their kids out¬ 
doors and what food and water 
to trust. While swapping notes on 
China’s latest “oirpocolypse’’ o 
few days later. Hoi Harvey, the 
American chief executive of En¬ 
ergy Innovation, who is working 
with China’s government to try 
to get its air quality bock under 
control, asked o powerful ques¬ 
tion: “What if Chino meets every 
criteria of economic success ex¬ 
cept one: You can’t live there.’’ 
Indeed, what good is it having 
oil those sparkling new buildings 
if you’re trapped inside them? 
What good is it if China’s rapid 
growth has enabled 4 million 
people in Beijing to own cars, but 
the traffic never moves? What 
good is it if China’s per capita 
incomes hove risen to o level af¬ 
fording tens of millions of once- 


poor peasants diets rich in milk 
and meat, but they can’t trust 
the labels? What good is oil that 
rising GDP, if there is no clean air 
to breathe? 

Chino has built amazing hard¬ 
ware in 30 years - modern cities, 
roods, airports, ports and tele¬ 
coms - bringing more people out 
of poverty faster than any coun¬ 
try in the history of the world. The 
Chinese hove much to be proud 
of. Every healthy economy, 
though, depends on a healthy 
environment. China will stall if 
President Xi Jinping and his gov¬ 
ernment do not now build the 
software - the institutionalized 
lows, courts and norms - that con 
ensure that oil this growth will not 
be undermined by on epidemic 
of despoiled land and dirty air. 
That is easier said than done. 
Chino is a one-porty system with 
multiple, competing interests 
inside. More enlightened party 
leaders in Beijing may declare, 
“We have to clean this up,’’ but 
they still hove to get the local 
bosses - whose bonuses depend 
largely on generating economic 
growth - “to assert environmen¬ 
tal interests at least os strongly 
os economic interests,’’ said Har¬ 
vey. That requires assigning real 
value, and giving real institution¬ 
al power and weight, to those in 
the system who believe that it is 
just os important to protect the 
commons - air, water, land, food 
safety - os it is to grow the com¬ 
mons, that it is just os important 
to have decent ingredients in 
the pie os it is to grow the pie. “At 
the end of the day,’’ said Harvey, 
“if the pie’s not edible, it doesn’t 
matter how big it is.’’ 

(We con thank our lucky stars 
that foresighted Americans, 
starting around 1970, built the 
institutions to protect our air and 
water. Next time you hear some¬ 
one beat up on the EPA, send 
them to Harbin for a week.) 
Peggy Liu, the founder of JUCC¬ 
CE, is working with Chinese con¬ 
sumers, producers and bureau¬ 
crats to define and implement 
a more sustainable “Chinese 
dream’’ that must be differ¬ 
ent from the American dream 
of o house, o cor, o yard and 
o throwaway economy for oil. 

I think building the institutional 
support for a sustainable Chinese 
dream is the most important 
thing Xi con do. “Chino doesn’t 
hove to have rivers that run 
bright red with industrial waste, 
or our lakes and beaches smoth¬ 
ered by thick, green olgoe, or 
18,000 dead virused pigs float¬ 
ing down the Huongpu River,’’ 
Liu recently wrote. “We shouldn’t 
hove to check our air quality in¬ 
dex opp on our phone every day 
to determine whether we should 
let our children outside to ploy. 
There shouldn’t be any more Chi¬ 
nese children who, when they 
go abroad for the first time, ask: 
‘Mommy, why is the sky so blue?’ 
... China con be better than this. 
China needs to carve our own 
unique way to o thriving life and 
stable community - o path that 
is o sustainable path. If we don’t 
do this soon, we will end up with 
a Chino Nightmare. And there’s 
no escaping that a Chino Night¬ 
mare is o global nightmare.’’□

features on attractive block ro¬ 
bot who is highly evolved, logic- 
based and designed to be os hu¬ 
man os possible, partnering with 
on attractive white guy, who is oil 
too human, prone to saying the 
wrong things and getting into 
scrapes. 

Fox is billing the show os the first 
Robromonce. 

But, of course, it’s not the first. We 
hove one in the West Wing. 
When Barack Obomo partnered 
with Joe Biden, Biden felt it was 
his mission to inject humanity - 
or “intensity,’’ os Hillary Clinton 
called it - into Obama’s android 
air. The ebullient political veteran 
was eager to help interpret the 
erudite Obomo to Joe Sixpock. 

In a capital known for hog¬ 
ging credit and stealing turf, 
Joe Biden has provided his boss 
with a rare loyalty over the lost 
five years. Even behind closed 
doors, the vice president tries to 
elevate the president. His friends 
stress that Biden is not o golden 
retriever, but o sled dog, pulling 
his weight, chipping in, doing 
whatever he con. 

And the two men, buffeted by 
problems, have grown closer af¬ 
ter a rough start when Obama 
was dismissive or eye-rolling to his 
vice president often enough for 
it to merit o satirical takeoff on 


“Saturday Night Live.’’ 

As Mark Holperin and John Hei- 
lemonn write in “Double Down,’’ 
Biden worried that he would be 
cost os the buffoon, calling it the 
“Uncle Joe Syndrome,’’ and he 
confronted the president about it 
at o weekly lunch. 

It’s fair to soy that Joe Biden has 
not been given the respect he 
deserves in the White House. It’s 
the story of the ultimate team 
player who has not been treated 
that way himself. 

The West Wing young bucks 
never fully appreciated the fact 
that if you hove o president who 
turns up his nose at working with 
Congress, it’s nice to hove o vice 
president who enjoys being o 
pol, who con pick up the phone 
and persuade Arlen Specter, at 
the cost of his political career, to 
help pass Obama’s stimulus. 
Biden has bent over backward 
to put the president in o good 
light, even os the president and 
Obomoworld hove bent over 
backward to treat Hillary like the 
rightful successor to Obama.

Bill Daley, Obama’s for¬ 
mer chief of staff who is now o 
CBS News contributor, acknowl¬ 
edged the story in “Double 
Down’’ that he had pushed to 
poll to see if Biden should be 
dumped from the 2012 ticket 
and replaced with Hillary, some¬ 
thing he never told Biden; this, 
even though the vice president 
was the best friend and one of 
the few defenders the unpopu¬ 
lar chief of staff hod in the White 
House. Daley hod been Biden’s 
notional political director on his 
‘88 presidential bid. 

“The chief of staff and the vice 
president were o pair of plump 
green peas in a pod: both Irish 
Catholic sexagenarians with 
old-school tastes, old-school ten¬ 
dencies, and old-school values,’’ 
write the “Double Down’’ authors. 
In the hypermodern Obomo 
White House, they write, Biden 
and Daley “were like the groy- 


hoired hecklers in the balcony on 
‘The Muppet Show,’ the Stotler 
and Waldorf of the White House.’’ 
Except in this version, Waldorf 
considers pushing Stotler off the 
balcony. 

Daley defended himself to The 
Times’ Jonathon Martin this way: 
“You have to remember, at that 
point the president was in aw¬ 
ful shape, so we were like, ‘Holy 
Christ, what do we do?”’ 

You scapegoat Uncle Joe, of 
course, even though he hod 
nothing to do with the president’s 
low standing. 

When Biden blurted out his sup¬ 
port for gay marriage, after the 
poll-driven Obomo hod dithered 
about revealing his position in 
favor of it for eight years, control¬ 
ling Obomo staffers punished the 
vice president with friendly fire, 
anonymously trashing him. “Dou¬ 
ble Down’’ reports other slights to 
Biden: Obama, fearing leaks, cuts 
the size of his re-election strategy 
meetings, excluding Biden, even 
though, os o 40-year veteran of 
politics, he would hove hod plen¬ 
ty of insights. And David Plouffe 
dresses down Biden, who was go¬ 
ing on o 2012 campaign fundrais¬ 
ing swing in California, for want¬ 
ing to meet with Hollywood and 
Silicon Valley big shots who could 
help if he ran in 2016. “We can’t 
have side deals,’’ Plouffe tells him. 
That’s rich, given the fact that 
Obama let Hillary move her team 
of image-buffers and political 
aides into the State Department. 
She was allowed to do side deals, 
like the time she had o political 
aide at State send invitations to 
prominent Irish Democrats who 
had raised millions for her post 
campaigns to accompany her 
on o diplomatic trip to Dublin 
and Belfast. 

Biden loyalists believe Daley add¬ 
ed insult to injury by dishing to the 
“Double Down’’ authors. 

Noting with dork humor that in 
the “Boardwalk Empire’’ days, 
such disloyalty in the Irish tribe 
would hove been met with a 
kneecapping in a dork alley, one 
asked: “How does Bill Daley get 
out of bed every morning?’’ □ 
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Tipsy Turkeys: New Hampshire birds 
fed beer to increase flavor and size!

HENNIKER, New Hampshire 
(AP) — When it comes to 
pairing beer with poultry, Joe 
Morette isn’t too fussy. His tur¬ 
keys will drink just about any¬ 
thing. Including beer. 
Morette is raising about 50 
turkeys this year for the har¬ 
vest holiday of Thanksgiving, 
when turkeys ore the center- 
piece of feasts across Amer¬ 
ica. He has been giving his 
birds beer since 1993, when 
he and his workers popped 
open a few cons after work 
on a hot July day. A turkey 
knocked one over and start¬ 
ed drinking, he said, and 
they’ve been sipping the 
suds ever since. 

Morette, who prefers serving 
the turkeys lager over ole, in¬ 
sists the beer mokes birds fat¬ 
ter, more flavorful and juicier. 
“Oh, yeah, it’s noticeable,’’ 
he said. “It’s not a strong, 
gomey flavor, it’s a nice tur¬ 
key flavor.’’ 


Longtime customer Don 
Bourque, a Manchester at¬ 
torney, said he hasn’t hod a 
bod bird yet from Morette. 
He said the turkeys ore for 
superior to the supermarket 
varieties. 

“We find the gravy is much 
darker, and much tastier,’’ 
he said. “The bird overall has 
a slightly different taste that 
is very appealing.’’ 

The animal rights group PETA 
said turkeys shouldn’t be 
fed beer and that “farmers 
across the country use ques¬ 
tionable practices to keep 
costs down or to alter the 
taste of animals’ flesh be¬ 
cause their priority is profit, 
not the animals’ welfare.’’ 

But a poultry expert with the 
University of New Hampshire 
Cooperative Extension said 
it is unlikely the birds are suf¬ 
fering. 

“I don’t know exactly how 
much beer each turkey is 
consuming, but it would 
have to be a lot in order for 


it to kind of hove the some 
effect os too much beer on 
people,’’ said Carl Mojewski, 
field specialist in food and 
agriculture. “I imagine it’s 
not enough to really moke 
‘em tipsy or anything like 
that. It’s just enjoying a beer 
with their meal. Why not?’’ 
Kothi Brock, notional director 
of Humane Heartland, which 
oversees the treatment of 
form animals, said that stan¬ 
dards from the American Hu¬ 
mane Association don’t pro¬ 
hibit serving beer to animals. 
“I consulted with on avion 
veterinarian who said that 
while giving beer to turkeys 
is not a standard protocol, 
hops could be beneficial for 
the intestinal tract,’’ Brock 
said in on email. 

Morette’s turkeys ore not 
the first animals to consume 
alcohol. Japanese farm¬ 
ers hove been said to feed 
cattle beer to stimulate their 
appetites. And a winemaker 
and farmer in the south of

France have experimented 
with feeding cows the re¬ 
mainders of pressed grapes 
to produce meat they’ve 
dubbed “Vinbovin.’’ 

During one recent feed¬ 
ing, Morette’s birds dipped 
their beaks repeatedly into 
the foamy liquid in a water¬ 
ing trough. A few minutes 
later, at least one appeared 
rather dazed, with eyes nar¬ 
rowed to slits and beer drib¬ 
bling out of its beak. But the 
rest seemed alert and no 
worse for the wear. 

“Turkeys don’t seem to be 
the brightest, so they could 
stumble and you wouldn’t 
know if they drank too much 
or not,’’ Morette said. 
Mojewski said the additional 
calories and carbohydrates 
probably do moke the birds 
a bit bigger, and like any¬ 
thing the birds eat, beer like¬ 
ly has some effect on flavor. 
Juiciness is another matter, 
he said. 

“I think it has as much to do 
with how you cook it rather 
than what it’s been eating,’’ 
he said. “You can take a re¬ 
ally well-fed bird and make 
it not very juicy.’’ 

Mojewski, who brews beer at 
home, also raises chickens. 
But he has no plans to em¬ 
brace Morette’s methods. 
“Any beer that we have is 
too good for them, and I’m 
going to drink it instead,’’ he 
soid.Q
